26th.—Chief 
Constructor Wilson estimates the active 
light woodenware ships of our present 
navy os follows : Tennessee (the only one 
classed as first-rate), six m onths ; the Werr- 
ton, Om aha and Vandalia (second rates) 
and Mohican (third rates), ten years; the 
Lancaster and Brooklyn (second rates), anil 
the Adams, Alliance. Essex, Enterprise, 
Nipsic. Tallapoosa and Y antic (thirdrates), 
six years; 
the Hartford, Richmond and 
Pensacola (second rates), ana the Juniata, 
Ossipee, Quinnabanah, Swatara, Marion, 
Iroquois and Kcarsarge (third rates), five 
years. T hese, together with the irou ships 
Monaeey. Alert ami Ranger (third rates), 
and Michigan, Palos and Pinta (fourth 
rates), constitute the available fighting 
force of the present navy. The most power­ 
ful of their weapons are converter! guns, 
having a range of perhaps two m iles—ex­ 
cellent arm s for operations against wooden 
ships, ancient fortifications, or shelling 
towns, 
but inefficient 
against modern 
armor. The very best of these ships is 
held by our naval authorities to be far be­ 
hind tire times as a reliance lor offense and 
defense in actual warfare. The list of 
ironclads comprises more than a dozen 
m onitors, hut none of them are in condi­ 
tion 
for 
service at this time. 
W ith 
this showing, the United States Navy 
is placet! by her own authorities at the foot 
of the list of naval powers in the essential 
m atter of ships and guns, there being three 
South American, two Asiatic and fifteen or 
sixteen European powers which outrank us. 
That portion of our prospective “ new navy” 
whose 
construction 
has 
already been 
sanctioned hy Congress, num bers eighteen 
ships of ail i lasses, to cost an aggregate of 
something more than $20,000.000, and most 
of which, barring accidents or failure of 
appropriations, are expected to be atloat 
four years hence. They are required to be 
built entirely of m etal, and no device 
known, ami approved at the date of their 
planning to secure efficiency as fighting 
machines, has been, or is to he omitted 
in their construction. 
Their arm am ent 
throughout will be of modern high pow­ 
ered guns, the largest weapons at present 
contemplated being twelve inch breech- 
loading riflei,, 
each carrying a missile 
which weighs inore than eight hundred 
pounds, and requiring more 
than 400 
pounds of powder for each discharge. The 
theoretical range of such weapons is about 
twelve miles, hut difficulties in the m atter 
of elevation and otherwise serve to reduce 
this somewhat in practice. Seven of these 
ships are to be armored, the heaviest prob­ 
ably carrying sixteen inches of steel pro­ 
tection. Three will be "protected” cruisers, 
that is, ves'els whose thick lower decks of 
steel dip their edges below the water line, 
i and serve as protection to the machinery, 
’ magazines and other vital parts of the ves- 
se s. The others will be four steel cruisers, 
two gnnboa’s. one first-class torpedo boat, 
snd one dynamite pun cruiser. Of the 
steel cruisers, the D olphin, 1 5C0 tons dis­ 
placement, is already completed, and re­ 
ceiving her arm am ent. The A tlanta. S.t’DO 
tons, is on tiertrial trip, and her arm am ent 
is b ing tested, while the Boston, tVOOO tons, 
j and Chicago. 4 500 tons, are well advanced 
: iu com tructiqa. Five of the fcnuored ves­ 


sels are of the double turret m onitor clri»s, 
each designed to carry four heavy high- 
powered guns, throwing 5C0-pound shells 
with a 
possible 
range 
of ten 
miles. 
These 
ships 
were 
planned 
ten 
years ago. 
Doubtless, 
ir planned to­ 
day. some 
change 
would 
be made, 
but they are nevertheless spoken of by 
Commodore Wilson, in his last annual re­ 
port, as the best type of coast and harbor 
defense vessels in existence. Though not 
designed for cruising, they can, in an 
emergency, he sent abroad, their seaworthi­ 
ness haying been well tested in the past. 
Congress has now supplied means for fur­ 
nishing these ships, and work is progress­ 
ing rapidly. 
The 
Miantonomab. 3,815 
tons, will be ready for service this year; 
the Puritan, C,(Atu tons, has her engines in 
place, aud is nearly ready for her armor, 
while the Terror, A m phrite and Monad- 
nock, 3,815 tons each, are now receiving 
their machinery. The other two armored 
ships have not yet entered upon their first 
stage or existence, their construction having 
only been authorized bv the last Congress. 
They are to be of tl.UOO tons displacement, 
to have double bottoms, engines designed 
to drive them at a speed of sixteen knots 
per hour, and complete torpedo outfits ami 
arm am ents of the most efieclive kind. 
They are to cost not more than $>,500,000 
each. In the mere m atter of displacement, 
these ships will exceed by nearly one- 
fourth the best and largest of our present 
naval vessels, while in ¡-peed anil effective­ 
ness they are depended upon to compare 
favorably with the better classes of E uro­ 
pean cruising warships. The dynam ite 
gtiu cruiser will be a novelty, comparable 
probably to nothing now in existence. The 
Secretary of the Navy is required to make a 
contract with its inventors, for its construc­ 
tion, and the D epartm ent will havelittleor 
nothing to do with the work beyond pass­ 
ing judgm ent upon the plans in advance, 
and result at its completion. The condi­ 
tions i m¡a,sed hy Act of Congress con­ 
template the construction of a vessel 130 
feet long, proportionately very narrow, and 
of very light draft, with exceedingly pow­ 
erful engines guaranteed to be capable of 
producing a speed of 20 knots. 
In brief, 
Hie ¡iluris of this craft are understood to 
look to the placing of machinery and other 
ordinary appliances of a ship towards the 
bow and stern, leaving the region am id­ 
ships for the magazine and pneumatic 
guns, the latter being fixed in position and 
having a high elevation. The dynamite 
missile will be thrown like bombs from 
ordinary mortars. 
W ith all these vessels 
afloat, the United States as a naval power 
will outrank Brazil, Chile, the A rgentine 
Republic, China, Japan. Greece. Norway, 
I’ortugal and Sweden, and will be abreast 
of Turkey, Spain, Holland arid Denmark. 
She will still be outranked by England, 
France, 
Germany, 
Austria, 
Italy and 
Russia. 
Precaution Against Cattle Disease. 
D en v er, September 20ih.—The President 
of the international Range Association to­ 
day issued the following circular: ” To the 
officers of the various State, Territorial and 
local Cattle Growers’ Associations ot the 
tange country. 
W ithin the past twenty- 
four hours telegraphic dispatches have con­ 
firmed the startling intelligence that con- 
ta g iu s pleuro-pneumnnia exists 
to an 
alarm ing extent in and about certain dis­ 
tilleries, feeding farms and dairy farms of 
Chicago and vicinity, and while this is be­ 
ing written, every thinking m an in the 
range country is no doubt seriously con­ 
tem plating the possible im m inent danger 
the outbreak bears to his investments. 
Chicago is the chief m art for our W estern 
cattle, and. is also a leading point for dis­ 
tributing Eastern cattle; and absolute ne­ 
cessity for the employm ent of every pre­ 
cautionary 
measure 
for 
the 
protec­ 
tion of your herds is obvious. 
Live 
stock 
sanitary 
regulations 
of 
W est­ 
ern 
States 
and 
‘ Territories 
are 
lam entably deficient, and for the most part 
such regulations as have been promulgated 
have not been efficiently enforced, thus 
affording easy opportunities for Eastern 
cattle to gain admission to W estern ranges. 
A rigid enforcement of all existing sanitary 
regulations for the protection of Western 
cattle must he demanded, and every possi­ 
ble effort should be put forth by vonr 
Associations to aid the sanitary authorities 
in the various States and Territories to 
strengthen and improve upon the ¡'resent 
protective systems and regulations. 
Im ­ 
mediate qc-ion should he taken in order 
that all sections where the disease is known 
to exist 
m ay be quarantined against. 
Railroad and transportation 
companies 
connecting the East with the range country 
should be notified of the existing livestock 
sanitary regulations, and their co-operation 
earnestly solicited, in order that all danger 
from such lines of communication may ba 
averted. 
You should he prom pt in requir­ 
ing that nil cars used in transporting live 
stock he thoroughly cleansed and disin­ 
fected after having been unloaded. The 
intelligent m anagement of our railroads 
will observe and enforce this im portant 
precaution, if properly brought to their at­ 
tention, and Brand Inspectors at various 
m arket centers east of us should receive 
such instructions from your State and Ter­ 
ritorial Sanitary Boards as will m ake them 
vigilant in reporting all cattle from the 
erst that are westwardbound, as well rs 
the State or district of the east from whence 
they were shipped.

AVoudurful Prctiistorie Discovery- iu Wis­ 
consin. 
M ilwaukee, September 20th.—At Kau- 
kauna. Wis , workm en engaged in exca­ 
vating a sewer came upon tiie ruins of a 
stone building at a depth of eight feet. 
The stone first found boro traces of line 
workm anship and polish. Further digging 
developed a quantity of ashes, acout twenty- 
five bushels of which were removed, when 
another wall was struck. The stones were 
fineiy faced, some being blackened, as if 
by hre and smoke. Others m ust have bc-en 
subjected to great artificial heat, as they 
had crumbled into iitne. The work was 
found but a foot or two above the bed­ 
rock. and shows evidence of workmanship 
that could have been performed only by a 
highly civilized race. 
It must have been 
done centuries ago, as a large elm tree had 
grown over the ruins. The discovery has 
led to the advancem ent of m any theories. 
L eg ality ot th e B oycott. 
B u f f a lo (N. Y.), September 2iith.—In 
the United States District Court, yesterday, 
John H . Dunn, John Doyle, Edward Bates 
and George Saispangh, members of the 
Cigar makers Union of Binghamton, were 
arraigned on a charge of conspiracy to in ­ 
jure a citizen of the United .states in the 
exorcise and enjoym ent of tiro rights and 
privileges secured to him hy the Constitu­ 
tion of the United States. They pleaded 
not guilty and were held in $1,000 bail 
each to appear at the November term at 
A uburn. The specific charge is that they 
attempted to boycott non-union cigar m an­ 
ufacturers, and the case is brought under 
Section 5505 of the U nited States Revised 
Statutes. The case is of m uch importance, 
as if the construction of thi3 statute, 
claimed to be the true one, is sustained by 
the Court it will wipe out all the boycotting 
of non-union-made cigars throughout the 
United States.

A Legal Farce. 
Vancouver, September 26th.—At the 
November term . 1885, of the District Court 
here, tw enty-nine citizens of Tacoma were 
indicted for conspiracy in depriving citizens 
(Chinese) of certain rights. 
They were 
indicted under three sections of the United 
States Revised Statutes, six counts in all. 
Their counsel, Dennison and Judson.de- 
m u rrel to the indictment: 
First, because 
Section 5,510 of the Revised Statutes is in 
violation of the Constitution, and three 
counts were based on this section; second, 
the facts alleged do not constitute an 
offense against any law of the. United 
States; third, because the m atters and 
tilings charged are not indictable under 
any statute or law of the United States; 
fourth, because the indictment does not 
substantially conform to the requirements of 
the Code of W ashington; fifth, because the 
United States Court holding terms at Van­ 
couver has no jurisdk tion. 
A m otion for 
changes of venue to Tacoma, the home of 
the indicted, was made. This last motion 
was allowed soon after. A plea in abate­ 
m ent wa3 filed containing several counts, 
to-wit: The jury was improperly selected, 
summoned, and impaneled: that the oath 
required by Section 822 of the Revised 
Statutes was not administered to that Grand 
Jury; that some of 
the Grand Jurors 
(women) had not the qualifications re­ 
quired by law. Most all the points in the 
dem urrer were sustained by Judge Hoyt, 
and tiie indictm ent quashed. The case is 
to be resubmitted to a new Grand Jury 
taken from the body of tlie district. The 
twenty-seven men and women from this 
county summoned to appear to-morrow at 
Tacoma as grand and trial jurors left to­ 
day for Tacoma. Among them are women 
jurors who w ere on the original jury that 
found the first indictment. 
This farce 
m ust proceed under the present adm inis­ 
tration.

The Eng­ 
lish cars are more speedy, hut the Ameri­ 
can are safer, cultivate social qualities,and 
foster a chivalrous spirit that gives every 
traveler ample protection against insult 
and as-ault.

I never realized the 
true valueof American citizenship nor the glorv 
of our flag until I visited Europe u few years ago 
and witnessed the degraded condition of the 
people there, especially of the poorer or labor­ 
ing classes. At Met* I saw a train of coal cars 
standing in the station, and women working 
like slaves shoveling coal inlo bins six feel 
aU.vc the ground. I saw men, women and 
children, young and old. gping to their hard 
labor of sixteen hours a day iu order to earn a 
precarious livelihood. I saw in one city an 
army of soldiers, gaily caparisoned and bearing 
expensive arms, inarching through the streets 
to Ihe iuspiritiug strains of martial music; and 
a short dUtance away I saw l.iVX) poorly-clad 
laboring men and women gathered around 
the public fountains eating their miserable 
breakfasts, consisting of chunks of black bread 
and a lillie codee. The hope is to-day burning 
in the breast of ever}' one of these "oppressed 
subjects of merciless potentates that a day of 
deliverance will sometime com e; that the 
armies that are absorbing the life-blood of the 
country will be disbanded : that the spirit of 
American institutions—of free labor and sover­ 
eign citizenship—of whose light they catch an 
occasional glimpse across the broad waters of 
the ocean, may some day be implanted opon 
their own soil, to free them from their bondage, 
and enable them to earn decent livelihoods. 
[Cheers.} In this country of onrs, 
EVERY MAN IS A SOVEREIGN : 
Every man knows that he will be protected in 
his rights, even though it required the com­ 
bined power of sixty millions of free people to 
accomplish it. 
7 hey know that every man 
shall enjoy the right to labor and all the bene­ 
fits to come from it. The Democratic party in 
Uils State has put in its platform a plank 
which is nothing mote nor less than an 
extract from Governor Stanford's letter to 
the Anti-Chinese 
League, on 
the boycott 
question. 
Governor 
Stanford is a 
broad­ 
minded, big-brained and big-hearted man. who 
loves his fellow-citizens, and is always striving 
to better the condition of the laboring man. 
The Democrats have seen fit to adopt into tlieir 
platform his views, in the hope of benefiting 
their cause. This much the Republican partv 
has educated ibem up to. We say in our plat­ 
form that we recognize the right of laboring 
men to associate together for mutual protection. 
This right of protective association lies at the 
foundation of ihe great principles that uphold 
free tabor. It is the weapon by which labor 
m aintains all its cherished rights. How can 
you protect labor unless you allow men to ally 
themselves together? We cannot maintain this 
Government without an intelligent working 
class, and by fostering labor we protect every­ 
body. The Republican pa ty. iu its platform, 
recognizes tliis great pnuciple, It also recog­ 
nizes the fact ti nt the public school system 
must be 'onilt up and fostered until it brings 
happiness, and contentment, and knowledge to 
everv hearthstone In stbe land.

Icated people. It is to 
the rrn u c schools 
That we look, and must continue to look, for 
i that Intelligence among the working classes 
, which raises them above the level of the labor- 
crs In the Old World and makes free men and 
- women of them. 
The public school is our 
country's crown of glory. Did anybody ever 
hear of the Democratic party starting a school ? 
[Laughter, and cries of "Not much. ] 
1 never 
did but once. I once knew a man in Missouri 
who lived on Coon Creek, but affcrward moved 
over to ’Possum Creek. One year some citizens 
came along with a subscription paper (oldSmi’.h 
was pretty well off), and they asked him to pot 
his name down for something to help toward 
building a schooi-housc. 
What.’’ said he “ a 
sc lio o l-h o u se No, sir! None of that in mine ! 
Once I helped build a sehool-house over on 
Coon Creek.

And right here let me say to such of you as are 
not familiar with the facts, that some, years ago, 
when Kuowuothingism reared its head in tliis 
State, Washington Bartlett—the man that is 
now the Democratic candidate for Governor— 
took a solemn oalh on the Bible not to vote for 
any man for otlice unless he was born in Amer­ 
ica. And he also took another oath not to, so 
long as he lived, support for a position as school­ 
teacher any person who ever held communion 
w ith a Catholic. These arc the kind of men 
that are going about sayiug the Republican is 
an American party. 
[Applause.] Why, the 
Democra ic party, when it seceded and set up a 
Government oí its own down South, adopted

road company, but on the

was 
the 
conception 
of 
its 
enemies. 
What 
does It do? Why, It taxes two and n half per 
cent, upon the gross receipts of every railroad 
in the State. If adopted, it will have to be al- 
• red, because It is too high. Onr people—the 
Southern Pacific—can afford to pay it, because 
they are strong and able to do it. But it will 
come hard upon the smaller roads. The South­ 
ern Pacific people do not care whether it is 
adopted or not. except that they prefer to have 
something done to settle the tax question for 
good. 
As it. is now. tliere is no law to make 
them pay anything, but they don't want it that 
wav. George A. Johnson, whom Chris Buckley 
’'railroaded” upon his ticket for Attorney-G( n- 
eral, supported the Heath amendment in the 
Senate; Spencer o; Napa supported and urged 
its passage, and Senator Cox nud other leading 
Democrats iu the Legislature worked for its 
passage. 
Why, they had a Convention ot the Anti-Chi- 
ncsc Boycott I.eague iu San Francisco the other 
dev, and a Mr. Clark, of Sacramento, beaded 
the Committee on Resolutions.

In the third precinct of the Third 
Supervisor District Messrs. Lee and.Toland, 
of the “ Six,” 
were 
beaten 
by Bart 
Lucy 
and 
John 
Connors. 
In the 
fourth precinct of the Second Supervisor 
District the “Ten” had more success than 
elsewhere. Their original ticket contained 
the names of all the candidates for all the 
precincts, the ballot being expected to 
count only for the candidates running in 
the precinct where it was cast. They also 
had a ticket with the same heading as that 
used by the “Six,” and, as the hrst two 
names were the same as on the ticket of 
the latter, the counterfeit was not detected 
until the ballots were being counted. The 
officers of election returned this precinct 
in favor of the “Six,” holding that the

MISCHIEVOUS AVIGGINS. 


H e R e tra c ts Ills P ro p h ecy — P ro fesso r 
P ro c to r Show s H im Cp. 
St. Louis, September 26th.—A dispatch 
from Ottawa, Ont., states that Professor 
Wiggins is now claiming that he has been 
misrepresented by the American press. He 
denies that he ever related to a correspond­ 
ent the chapter of horrors which has been 
givtn as incidental to the fulfillment of his 
prediction for the 29th instant. “ I simply 
stated,” the Professor said to a reporter 
yesterday, “ that the earthquake forces 
would be to the south of the 30th parallel 
of latitude. I never ventured any predic­ 
tions regarding the destructive nature of 
the storm on that parallel at all.” 
a b lo o d y m oon. 
A dispatch from Atlanta says that citi­ 
zens there claim to have seen for the past 
three nights bloody lines on the face of 
the moon, and that the matter has become 
a subject of 
general 
comment. 
The 
negroes, the dispatch says, accept it as the 
fulfillment of the prophecy that there 
shall be signs in the heavens before the 
end of the world, which event they now 
claim will take place on the 29th instant. 
PROFESSOR p r o c to r knocks out th e s e l f ­ 
i n f l a t e d TROPHEr. 
St. Louis, September 26th.—The English 
astronomer, Richard A. Proctor, in an arti­ 
cle contributed to the Globe-Democrat, enti­ 
tled “ Mr. AViggins’ Prophecy,” says: “ It 
appears to me shameful that any man, 
even though he may be a student of sci­ 
ence, and therefore fully aware of the mis­ 
chief lie is doing, should spread abroad 
predictions of coming disaster of such sort 
that foolish folks are likely to be disturbed 
and terrified. 
Mr. AA’iggius, a half-edu­ 
cated and 
wholly unscientific employe 
of the Meteorological Office in Ottawa, 
has long endeavored to acquire a cheap 
reputation by weather predictions of that 
kind which of itself assures the student of 
science that tbe weather prophet is rather 
ignorant or exceedingly knavish.” After 
noting several instances of the failure of 
former predictions made by AViggins, “ Mr. 
AViggins,” continues the writer, “ claims to 
have predicted the earthquake of August 
31st, but truly he has so continuously 
threatened storms and earthquakes that 
no great 
disturbance 
of 
either sort 
could steer 
clear of 
bis predictions. 
He 
now 
loudly 
proclaims 
that 
on 
tbe 29th instant there will be another 
great earthquakes, one of the most terrific 
subterranean upheavals ever known ou this 
continent. He knows that such prediction 
will attract attention for a while to his 
nam e; that if no disturbances should take 
place on the 29th, or near enough to that 
date to seem like a fulfillment of bis predic­ 
tion, the people will soon forget the failure 
of his prophecy and be as ready as ever to 
listen to him again. It may, however, be 
perhaps asked whether there 
is 
not 
some reason for regarding 
the 
29th 
of September as a day of danger. Even a 
AA’iggins, it must be suggested, must at 
least imagine reasons for his predictions, 
as the Tices, the A’enners, the Grimmers 
and others of the mischievous tribe have 
imagined for years in the past.” 
Mr. 
Proctor then goes on to show that certain 
well-known astronomical facts have prob­ 
ably induced 
Mr. AViggins 
to 
make 
his 
late 
predictions, one 
being 
the 
slight tendency of earthquakes to increase 
during the months of August and Septem­ 
ber, and another that earth-throes are more 
apt to occur when tbe moon is in, or near 
her point of nearest approach to the earth, 
and in or near the line connecting the earth 
and sun, than at other times 
The moon 
will bo in such position during the latter 
part of the present month ; but such condi­ 
tions. Mr. Proctor observes, occur year 
after year, and the resulting earthquakes 
are no more liable to occur this year than 
in any September the coming century. 
On the contrary, he argues that there has 
already been one great earthquake, and it 
is exceedingly probable that the imprisoned 
forces of the earth beneatii the American 
continent have for a while found relief, 
andtliat no great earthquake will occur in 
the same region for many years, possibly 
not for centuries. 
ANOTHER DOSE FOR WIGGINS. 
Charleston, September 26ih.—The Sig­ 
nal Office here applied to tbe Weather 
Bureau at Washington for indications cov­ 
ering the period of AViggins’ predicted 
earthquake, and to-niglit the following dis­ 
patch was received from General H azen: 
“ There are at present no indications of any 
severe atmospheric disturbance between 
now and the 30th. Timely notice will be 
given you should any change appear.”

HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on tbe fifth (lay of January, 
A, D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elScted to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, of the Constitution of the State of 
GAUfbmia: 


AM ENDM ENT NUM BER O N E. 


Section 1. All property in tho State, except 
railroads, not exem pt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed ia proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
The word property, as used iu this article and 
seciion, is hereby declared to Include moneys 
credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other matters and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing C ro p s , property used exclusively 
for public schoolB, aud such os may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation withiu this State, shall 
be exem pt from luxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of the realty; aud, 
procvlcd further, that railroads shall tie taxed as 
provided in Seciion Ten ot this article: and, 
tliot frhí» T otrmlftturp mitv nm- 


this state, or may tax sucn ship,, aud vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in iteu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature ruuy also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to boua fide residents of this Stale. 
Double taxation in auy form is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this btate to taake aud deliver 
to the County assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath,-ettins tor.h specifically all prop- 
ettv. real and petsemnl cxe< pt railroad property, 
as defined iu Section Tea of this article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, at ’twelve o’akiek meridian on the 
ihslMouduy iu Match. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad pro]>- 
ertv. as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city aud county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
m anner provided by law. Every corporation 
aud person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the fitate Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a haif per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part uf such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages. deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. 'All otber property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall lar assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
coding on the thirty-first day o! December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such roles and regulations as may lie pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the Legislature may at auy time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all eases 
w here railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this state, the gross an ­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by takiDg: 


P in t- The gross earnings which, during tbe 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 


Second—’The gross earnings which, during the 
same year, have been earned partly within this 
State and partly without this.state, which shall 
be ascertained bv apportioning such enrmngs 
between this State and other fetn cs or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the num ber of 
miles of such railrosd situated in this State, and 
used iu making such earnings, bears to " h e 
whole num ber of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been maae. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall he added to the earnings made wholly 
w ithin tho State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken aud deemed to b e the groas earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation.* For every purpose of this 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proport ion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. One-third ol the tax paid 
by corporations or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of the General Fund of thu 
State, and tw othir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the countyor counties in which said railroad is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road operated iu the several counties. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
cotmtv shall be treated asaconnty. Any corpo­ 
ration. association, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully falling or refusing to pay toe 
tax herein provided, when the 6ame shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived theirright to operate 
their railroads within this fetate. The taxes 
herein provided for, together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the nra-pay­ 
m ent thereof, shall be a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore In this section designated, xnu may 
be enforced in such m anner as the Lcg .slalure 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far as 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a rperisU election 
held for that purpose, the same a» other prop­ 
erty situated w ithin the district, itnythlng in 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And ail railroads, as far as th e j are situated 
within tbe boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to a t ad valorem tax 
for municipal ourposes the samn as other prop 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstandic*. 


Rxc. 11. Income taxes m ay he assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases aad amounts and in such 
m anner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this 3tate shall have powe- by mjucc 
tion or otherwise, So interfere with, binder or 
dday the colleclJOn of any tax laif ander the 
form of law, except upon a showi. • tbat the 
same propertj na*

Í0r the saro<> purpose in the sam e Tear, ana 
onl' upon paym ent to the Tax Collector, of.nte 
Court, oi a sum equal to tho *»ount 
the taxes so laid upon th* property to qi.eition.

this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain-in full force and effeot uniil altered 
or repealed by the Legislature.

U p p e r S o pa S p r in g s, 
September 25, 1886. J 
Our train left Sacramento 10 p. m. Friday. 
At Ilavisville we were joined by the excur­ 
sion from San Francisco—fourteen sleepers. 
Here the excursion was divided into two 
sections, containing 400 passengers, the 
Sacramento cars attached to the rear of the 
latter. It was almost 12 o’clock when our 
section pulied out of Ilavisville, forty min­ 
utes lehind Xo. 1. and nearly every one 
had retired for the night. 
Six o'clock this morning found nearly 
every one up and taking in the scenery be­ 
tween Ited Bluff, which was passed before 
daylight, and Cottonwood. The train was 
making fast time, over a smooth road, 
which passed through a level valley of 
sandy soil, well covered with timber, and 
dotted here and there with farm-houses, 
which from lieir surroundings evidenced 
thrift and prosperity. The town of Cotton­ 
wood was passed about 7 o’clock, and there 
being no passengers to take on. the train 
did not halt, but swept through its out­ 
skirts at about the rate of thirty miles an 
hour. Cottonwood is located on the north 
bank of Cottonwood creek, which is the 
dividing line between Teliama and Shasta 
counties. It is 
THK CENTRAL POINT OF TRXDE 
For a large section of country, and is a 
point from which large shipments of grain 
and live stock are made. The town ap­ 
pears to be well built, and is said to enjoy 
quite a degree of prosperity, which is be- 
c-miing greater each year as the land is 
located aud irffproved. 
Seven miles beyond Cottonwood the 
blowing of the wliistie of the forward en­ 
gine. there hc-ing two, one added at Red 
Biuft, announced the fact that we were 
nearing Anderson. The train was to stop 
at this point to take on some passengers, 
but the air brake would not work from 
some cause, and the momentum of the 
heavy train carried it flying through the 
town and n mile beyond before it could be 
stopped. The brake was repaired and the 
train backed into town, to the evident re­ 
lief of several excursionists, who imagined 
" they were left.” The track runs through 
the center of the town, which is weil built 
tit»; a large two-story school building, a 
handsome church edifice and tiouring miil 
were noted. It is in the midst ot a good 
horticultural and agricultural district. 
The next town of importance passed, and 
in fact the only town of any considerable 
size north of Red Bluff on our trip, is that 
of Redding. 
We arrived at this town, 
which is 
. 


TRYING TO STEAL TIIE COUNTY SEAT 
From old Shasta, shortly after 8 o'clock. 
We were three or four hours behind the 
advertised time, and as the commissary car 
v.as on the first section, all hands were 
hungry and nothing to eat. Conductor I)an 
West sang out, " Forty-five minutes for 
breakfast,'' and there was a grand rush 
from our eleven cars for the eatiug-houses 
on .Main street. 
The proprietors of the 
hotels and restaurants were not apprised 
by telegraph, a3 they should have been, of 
the approaching hungry horde, and con­ 
sequently were not at all prepared to serve 
them. We were on a picnic, however, and 
everybody was iolly, full of fun, good 
natured, and the restaurants and waiters 
were pleasantly "guid” while they rushed 
about, preparing a hasty meal. The black 
coffee was swa!!owred, the tougli beefsteak 
bolted, the landlord paid a half a dollar a 
head, and with a •* ta-ta ” to the smiling 
waitress, we were “ all aboard ” and away 
again. 
Redding is quite a town, in fact it is in­ 
clined to put on city airs—has three news­ 
paper offices, several churches, an elegant 
school building, several large mercantile 
establishments, a bank, a number of hotels, 
restaurants and livery stable9, and no end 
to saloons. 
“ THE BEAUTIFUL RIVER.” 
Shortly after leaving Redding we hove 
in sight of the Sacramento river, and which 
we followed the rest of the journey. It 
was a grand sight—a broad, deep magnifi­ 
cent stream of clear water, and the green 
trees and vines that shaded its hanks pre­ 
sented a cool appearance that was really 
refreshing. 
The banks were rocky, and 
there waa a total absence of the blighting 
slickens so prevalent on the streams south 
of the output of the hydraulic mines. The 
river was full of floating saw logs; in many 
places they were jammed and piled up 
on one another to the hight of several i'eet, 
while occasionally a huge cedar log on the 
crest of a high ledge of rocks would indi­ 
cate that occasionally the river was not the 
small and placid stream its present hight 
would indicate. 
This road is one of the best constructed 
in the State, the tics imbedded in masonry, 
the rails of the heaviest and most durable 
steel; and as it follows the river hank just 
above the high-water mark for many miles, 
it is a read of constant curves. It is a 
magnificent piece of engineering, aud pass­ 
ing through narrow gorges, around sharp 
turns, over iron bridges, through tunnels, 
it affords a variety of 


SCENIC GRANDEER UNSURPASSED 
By any road in the State. The entire coun­ 
try is well wooded, the hills being so 
thickly covered with pine, fir, cedar, oak 
and smaller undergrowth, that they pre­ 
sent the appearance of an undulating 
forest. Small streams feed the river almost 
every mile, while springs of water gush 
forth from the mountain sides in every di­ 
rection. The lady excursionists, and there 
were many of them, went into eestacies 
over the beautiful autumn leaves of every 
conceivable shape and line, the foliage of 
the undergrowth that skirted the river 
banks near Hazel Creek staiion. At Haze! 
Creek station we caught our first glimpse of 
Mount Shasta, that hoary-headed mountain 
that John P. Irish says has done more to 
belie the climate ot' northern California 
than have all the papers of Los Angeles. 
From this point this majestic mountain, 
which towers aluft nearly 15,000 feet, forty 
miles distant, presents a grand appearance. 
The cotte of this grand mountain rises from 
i'.s base 11,000 feet in one sweep. 
CASTLE ROCK. 
Four miles beyond Hazel Creek we came 
to Castle Rock. Here a huge mountain, or 
series of lofty peaks, and cones of a lime­ 
stone formation some two miles in length, 
burst suddenly upon the vision upon our 
right. 
A grander scene is hardly im­ 
aginable. Over 2,000 feet in bight, almost 
perpendicular, 
inaccessible, treeless, so 
white trial at a short distance their crests 
look as if mantled with snow—they are a 
subject for an ariist. The train halted here 
for fifteen minutes, and a score or more 
amateur photographers embraced the op­ 
portunity and added a negative of Castle 
Rock to their collection. 
At 2 o'clock we arrived at the Upper 
Soda Springs, where we hailed for the day 
in a narrow canyon on the right bank of 
the Little Sacramento, which at this point 
is a small, rapid stream, not over a dozen 
yards in width, full of bowlders and also 


WELL STOCKED WITH FISH. 
When the train stopped there was a rush 
for the hotel, where an excellent meal was 
obtained for 75 cents. The hotel is on the 
opposite side of the stream front the train, 
and is reached by crossing a foot-Iog which 
is some eighty feet in length and twelve feet 
above the water. Timid ladies and light­ 
headed gentlemen clung tightly to the 
flimsy hand-rail, and as the log sprang up 
and down with their weight they tuada a 
comical appearance trying to eooalizc the 
swaying motion by springing their knees. 
Some were so timid that they would not 
cross it at all. and waiked to the foot­ 
bridge. quite a distance away. 
The water of the soda springs, although 
strongly impregnated with mineral, is quite 
pleasant to the taste. The hotel accommo­ 
dations are quite good, and there is no 
doubt but that these springs, in the near 
future, will become—and deservedly so, 
too—a popular summer resort. 
The number that brought along fishing- 
tackle and poles was quite large, anti soon 
after the trains’ arrival every bowlder and 
log along the river’s bank was pre-empted 
bv an Isaac Walton.
